A DRUG supplier who 
took cannabis and heroin 
to Parc Prison, Bridgend, 
has been jailed for three 
years at Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Craig Gibson (22) of Robin’s 
Lane, Barry, bad been found 
guilty of possessing cannabis 
and beroin with intent to sup¬ 
ply- 

Prosecutor David Tbomas 
said that a security officer at 
tbe prison was patrolling tbe 
perimeter fence with a dog, 
when be found a package and a 
mobile pbone. Inside tbe pack¬ 
age, was a quantity of drugs 
with a street value of £859. 

Gibson’s fingerprints were 
found on the package.

He denied the charges, said 
he took drugs, but knew noth¬ 
ing about the package. 

He was found not guilty of 
conveying a prohibited article 
into the prison. 

Mr Thomas said he had con¬ 
victions for supplying 
cannabis, and possessing 
cannabis with intent to supply. 

His solicitor Derek Gooden 
said: “He now fully accepts his 
guilt. He has been in custody 
since February.” 

Judge David Wynn Morgan 
said he didn’t actually take the 
drugs into the prison, but was 
prepared to supply them to 


another person. 

An aggravating feature, said 
the judge, was the speed at 
which Gibson had re-offended 
after being sentenced for previ¬ 
ous offences. 

“That those drugs were 
bound for Parc Prison makes it 
a serious offence. 

“You were part of a supply 
chain and you had something 
to do with it, with your finger¬ 
prints on the package. 

“I must say, I am impressed 
by a letter you have sent to 
me.” 

A report, said the judge, sug¬ 
gested that commonsense had 
started to prevail. 

He added: “I hope very 
much I don’t see you again.”

RESIDENTS at a 
Bridgend home have 
always known that their 
manager is pure gold - 
and now it’s official. 

For at this year’s Wales Care 
Awards, Keith Jones of Pyle 
picked up a prestigious gold 
award after being nominated by 
one of the men in his care. 

The awards are organised by 
Care Forum Wales to highlight 
excellence in the caring profes- 
sion.Keith (42) was shortlisted in 
the category for ‘Promoting 
Fulfilled Lives’, which is spon¬ 
sored by Boots. The ceremony 
took place in Cardiff’s City Hall. 

Keith worked as a taxi driver 
for six years, but became interest¬ 
ed in the care field as a result of 
taking a relief worker position 
alongside his then employment as 


a taxi driver. He began working 
as a part-time carer for adults 
with learning disabilities, work¬ 
ing his way up to a management 
position. 

For the past four years, he has 
been manager of the unit in Park 
Street, Bridgend, which is owned 
by the Hafal organisation. 

The unit accommodates adults 
with mental health problems, act¬ 
ing as a ‘halfway’ house to pre¬ 
pare them for independent living. 
Most of them spend two to three 
years at the home. 

Keith was nominated for the 
award by one of the residents, 
who has since moved out into his 
own accommodation. 

He wrote of Keith: “Everybody 
who has worked here and has 
lived here has enjoyed his compa¬ 
ny. He is fun to be with and is 


friendly and understanding.” 

Keith said he derived great sat¬ 
isfaction from seeing the service- 
users achieve their goals: 

“They may seem very trivial 
things to most people, but to the 
residents themselves they can be 
very significant steps, and it is so 
satisfying to see a smile on their 
faces when they achieve things,” 
he said. 

For that reason, when people 
move on from the Park Street 
unit, although he is sorry to see 
them go, it means that they are 
ready to start fending for them¬ 
selves. 

Even when they have moved 
into other accommodation, they 
tend to keep in touch with Keith. 

“I enjoy coming into work and 
I am not in it to get awards. It’s 
just a great job,” he commented.

His solicitor, Adam 
Sharpe, said: “There 
were no aggravating 
features at all. 

“When arrested, he 
threatened to harm 
himself.” 

“At the moment, he 
is in a state of acute 
anxiety. He carried out 
all the conditions of the 
community order 
which had been 
imposed for the origi¬ 
nal offence, and he was 
currently engaging 
with the authorities.” 

Mr Sharpe said that 
Jones was in a stable 


relationship and had 
returned to his original 
address in Bridgend 
after suffering prob¬ 
lems with bullying. 

“He is anxious to 
ensure he will not 
repeat this behaviour.” 

Judge Patrick 
Curran said: “I am 
prepared to deal with 
this on the basis that 
you were forgetful, 
rather than deliber¬ 
ate.” 

He said he had to 
understand that it was 
important he did not 
commit such an offence 
again.

The operation left her 
with one more legacy, 
and this was the one that 
had the biggest impact on 
her life. 

Hayley’s memory was 
wiped in its entirety. 
Family memories were 
gone, and so was all the 
knowledge accumulated 
at school. 

She said: “I had to 
start all over again with a 
blank sheet. The first 
problem was with 
schooling, and two nuns 
from St Clare’s School 
came forward to help.” 

They were a Godsend 
in every sense of the 
word. 

Hayley continued: 
“Sister Angela and Sister 
Birchanans offered to 
give me one-to-one 
tuition, and at first I start¬ 


ed back doing half a day. 

“I was too weak to 
stand for any length of 
time, but they worked 
with me to help me start 
catching up.” 

It was a tough time for 
an eight-year-old. 
Children can be cruel and 
Hayley also had to deal 
with that, as well. 

She said: “I was so 
lucky that some friends 
rallied round to help me 
and include me in things. 
I couldn’t run around and 
do the sort of things chil¬ 
dren do. 

“For instance, I had to 
learn to ride a bike ah 
over again, and had to 
start on a three-wheeler.” 

The difficult task of 
catching up on her 
schooling continued, but 
the double vision made 
that difficult, and 
Hayley’s teachers felt she 


was not strong enough to 
tackle the full curricu¬ 
lum, so she studied 
roughly half the subjects 
that her classmates did. 

She was also sent to 
elocution lessons to help 
her catch up verbally 

The truth is, of course, 
that she was not able 
tocatch up completely, 
but she showed remark¬ 
able determination, with 
help from mum! 

Hayley said: “My 
mother and I studied for 
our English 0-Level 
together, at evening 
classes in Bridgend 
College.” 

Those elocution les¬ 
sons helped in one slight¬ 
ly unexpected area, 
because Hayley found 
work as a telephonist. 

She met her husband, 
Andrew, and they have a 
22-year-old son, Scott. 

Hayley said that work¬ 
ing on her two books on 
The History and 
Hauntings of Porthcawl 
and District had been 
stimulating and had 
given her the confidence 
to do more. 

She has also extended 
her public speaking 
engagements. As well as 
the ghost talks that she 
does with the paranormal 
group, she has started

BRIDGEND 
County Borough 
Council’s customer 
service centre has 
celebrated its third 
birthday with a big 
pat on the back 
from its visitors. 

Officially opened by 
Paralympian Simon 
Richardson three years 
ago, the centre has gone 
from strength to 
strength, by creating a 
team of advisors who 
can deal with more 
queries at the first point 
of call. 

The centre now sees 
two-thirds of customers 
within 10 minutes of 
arrival and customer sat¬ 
isfaction remains consis¬ 
tently high, scoring an 
average 4.4 out of a pos¬ 
sible 5 during the last 
year. 

A BCBC Citizens’ 
Panel survey also 
showed that 80.3 per 
cent of customers visit¬ 
ing the council’s offices, 
and 79.5 per cent of cus¬ 
tomers who contacted 
BCBC by telephone

were either satisfied or 
very satisfied with the 
service they received. 

As part of its commit¬ 
ment to customer serv¬ 
ice, the council has now 
launched a new 
Telephone Contact 
Centre which makes get¬ 
ting in touch via a single 
number easier than ever 
before. 

The TCC was 
launched in April this 
year with the transfer of 
public protection and 


waste council services 
to a single number, fol¬ 
lowed by housing bene¬ 
fits in August. It aims to 
deal with more council 
queries via a single 
phone call, where feasi¬ 
ble and appropriate. 

As a result of cus¬ 
tomer feedback and 
demand trends, it’s been 
agreed that both centres 
should now close at 
5.30pm instead of the 
current 6pm so that more 
staff can be available at 


busier times. 

Coun Huw David, the 
cabinet member respon¬ 
sible for customer serv¬ 
ice, said: “I think we can 
feel really encouraged 
by these results. 
Ultimately we have 
made it easier for cus¬ 
tomers to do business 
with the council, 
whether by phone, by 
email, or by calling in. 

“I’m particularly 
pleased that we have 
transferred more services 


to the 643643 number. A 
few years ago we had far 
too many numbers and 
people would go round 
the houses to get a 
response. Now it is 
much more likely that it 
you ring the council’s 
main number you will be 
dealt with there and 
then.” 

Coun David added: 
“We still need to answer 
calls and deal with visi¬ 
tors quicker, which is 
why we have set out 
some positive plans for 
the year ahead. 

“For example, we 
have analysed the calls 
and visits we get 
between half past five 
and six each evening and 
found the demand just 
isn’t there at that time of 
the day. 

“By adjusting our 
opening times we can 
free up more staff for 
busier periods which 
shows we are listening 
to our customers and 
acting in a sensible and 
positive way.” 


Bridgend workshop 
addresses epilepsy 
and depression 


EPILEPSY Action is hosting a 
workshop on epilepsy and 
depression on November 17 at 
the Quaker Meeting House/ 
Bridgend Carers’ Centre, 87 
Park Street, Bridgend, from 
6.30pm to 8.30pm. 

It will be addressed by Professor 
Mike Kerr, Professor of learning dis¬ 
ability psychiatry at the department of 
psychological medicine, Cardiff 
University School of Medicine. 

Depression is common in people 
with epilepsy. The seminar aims to 
help understand what depression is 
and how, for some people, it is linked 
to epilepsy. Consultant neurologists 
have been talking about the impor¬ 


tance of recognising depression in 
patients. 

Ann Sivapatham, Epilepsy Action’s 
Wales manager, said: “The sessions 
are aimed at people with epilepsy and 
their families. In 2002, a study showed 
that depression is more likely in peo¬ 
ple with epilepsy than asthma, or those 
with no chronic condition. 

“We wanted to help people under¬ 
stand why this is so. There will also be 
an opportunity to take information 
away on a range of subjects and 
epilepsy, and talk to people who have 
had similar experiences.”

REGIONAL AM 
Suzy Davies has 
written to health 
chiefs asking for 
further information 
about their plans to 
close the acute psy¬ 
chiatric unit at the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital and trans¬ 
fer the patients to 
Baglan. 

Mrs Davies, who is a 
Welsh Conservative 
member for South 
Wales West, has raised 
concerns with the 
Abertawe Bro 

Morgannwg university 
board about how rela¬ 
tives of patients will be 
able to travel to Neath 
Port Talbot Hospital on 
public transport. 

“I fully support 
changes which improve 
services for patients 
with mental health 
problems, but the issue 
of transport to the hos¬ 
pital is crucial,” she 
said. 

“Psychiatric patients 
who are obviously in a 
fragile emotional and 
mental state need to be 
close to family and 
friends, whose support 
can play a key role in 
their recovery. 

“People will have to 
catch up to three buses 
to get to the hospital, 
which is on Baglan 
Moors. 

“Many will need to 
travel from places like 
Ogmore and Garw into 
Bridgend first, then 
catch a bus to Port 
Talbot town centre and 
then take a local bus to 
the hospital. That will 
have to be done in 


reverse in order to get 
home. 

“I understand that 
the hospital does not 
have afternoon visiting, 
which means that this 
long journey, which 
could take up to four 
hours in total, will have 
to be carried out at 
night. In winter, we 
could have elderly rela¬ 
tives travelling in the 
dark and cold, some¬ 
times not reaching 
home until after 
10pm.” 

She insisted: 

“Getting to the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital by bus is a pic¬ 
nic in comparison. It 
will be inevitable in my 
opinion that patients 
will get fewer visitors, 
and will see their loved 
ones less frequently. 

“Health chiefs must 
consider the accessibili¬ 
ty of their facilities 
before taking decisions 
which may seem logical 
from a purely adminis¬ 
trative viewpoint, but 
make little sense to the 
community at large.” 

Mrs Davies is also 
asking what will hap¬ 
pen to the beds current¬ 
ly in Coity Clinic once 
it is closed under these 
proposals. 

“If this change does 
go ahead, there must be 
some benefit to the peo¬ 
ple of the borough,” she 
said. 

“We have seen des¬ 
perate bed shortages at 
PoW, especially during 
the winter so I would 
want those beds to 
become general med¬ 
ical or surgical beds, to 
relieve the pressure 
that the hospital is

Mrs Davies has 
again queried the trav¬ 
el implications for rela¬ 
tives. 

“Dementia patients 
often have elderly hus¬ 
bands or wives who 
need to visit frequent¬ 
ly,” she said. 

“If the majority of 


the patients in the ward 
are from Maesteg, as I 
assume they are, get¬ 
ting to visit them at the 
hospital is relatively 
easy by bus. 

“But travelling down 
to Glanrhyd will be 
more difficult. Only 
one bus an hour from 
Maesteg goes past 
Glanrhyd - the rest go 
through Sarn - so if a 
bus is missed, people 
face either having a 
long wait or travelling 
into Bridgend and then 
getting another bus 
back out to Glanrhyd. 

“I am also concerned 
that losing this unit will 
undermine the viability 
of the hospital, which is 
a crucial element of the

NHS salaries: 
‘stop wasting 
money’ - call 


A REGIONAL AM, 
Byron Davies, has 
condemned the 
Welsh Government 
for protecting the 
salaries of NHS 
managers, whose 
jobs were abolished 
two years ago, at the 
same time as they 
are cutting £1 bil¬ 
lion from front line 
services. 

Mr Davies, who is the 
Welsh Conservative AM 
for South Wales West, 
said that he was 
“appalled” to find that 
there had been no gain to 
the taxpayer from the 
decision to scrap the 22 
former local health 
boards and seven health 
trusts and replace them 
with seven new health 
boards. 

“The aim was to avoid 
the expensive duplication 
of having 29 chief execu¬ 
tives, 29 finance direc¬ 
tors and 29 of everything 
else,” he said. “It was all 
slimmed down to a much 
more sensible seven. 

“But it has just been 


revealed that 120 man¬ 
agers whose jobs disap¬ 
peared have been kept on 
with their salaries pro¬ 
tected. 

“Twenty-four of them 
are earning more than 
£80,000 a year. I know 
from staff employed 
within the new boards, 
that jobs have been spe¬ 
cially created in order for 
these managers to 
remain. They are doing 
non-jobs. 

“It is the economics of 
the lunatic asylum for 
these jobs to be protected 
at a cost of £750,000 a 
year when patients in 
Wales are being denied 
cancer drugs and when 
doctors posts remain 
unfilled. 

“How long will these 
managers have their 
salaries protected? It’s 
time that somebody got a 
grip on this and said 
enough is enough. 

“The Welsh 

Government says it is 
reviewing this policy - 
and I say. Get on with it 
and stop wasting money 
that’s desperately needed 
elsewhere in the NHS.”

Jail for Vale man over 
child pornography 


PORNOGRAPHIC images 
involving children were 
found on the computer of a 
Llandough man, when the 
police searched his home. 

Stephen Northcott (55) of 
Uplands Crescent, a man with no 
previous convictions, was sen¬ 
tenced at Cardiff Crown Court to 
26 weeks imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for a year, and ordered to 
register as a sex offender for five 
years. 

Judge Niclas Parry made a 
sexual offences prevention order 
for five years, and he was banned 
from working with children. 

Northcott had been convicted 
by Vale magistrates of making 
indecent photographs of children. 


possessing indecent photographs 
and possessing extreme porno¬ 
graphic images, and had been 
committed to the Crown Court 
for sentence. 

Prosecutor John Probert said 
that acting on intelligence from 
Gloucestershire police. South 
Wales Police officers went to 
Northcott’s home on June 15 and 
discovered the images on his 
computer. 

There were 181 at level one, 
the lowest, eight at level two, 22 
at level three, and 38 at level four. 
The most serious is level five. 

Mr Probert said there were 
also 10 extremely pornographic 
images involving a woman hav¬ 
ing sexual activity. 

Northcott’s counsel James 


Evans, said: “It has to be accept¬ 
ed that the offences crossed the 
custody threshold. 

The judge told Northcott 
“What you were viewing was 
happening, and children were 
being put through that. 

“You were contributing 
towards the abuse by watching 
it.” 

The judge said he gave the 
defendant maximum credit for 
his guilty pleas and his co-opera¬ 
tion. 

“I regard your remorse as gen¬ 
uine. This is a tragedy for you 
and I have regard to the conse¬ 
quences for you. 

“There is no suggestion you 
distributed these images.”

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Chief of Rest Home 
says building had 
become a ‘money pit’

PLANS for 

Porthcawl’s Rest 
Convalescent Home 
could secure the 
jobs of workers 
there - and create 
new ones, says the 
chairman of the 
home’s manage¬ 
ment committee. 

Rob Gough, who 
lives in Caerphilly and 
has been on the manage¬ 
ment board for 25 years, 
said that the home faced 
a stark choice between 
working with develop¬ 
ers, or going out of busi¬ 
ness and leaving the 
Grade Two listed build¬ 
ing to deteriorate. 

The plans, submitted 
by Gary Mayo Property 
Developments and cost¬ 
ed at £10 million, will 
see the Rest Home itself 
converted to executive 
apartments, with further 
apartments being built in 
a two-storey develop¬ 
ment at the back. 

Also behind the exist¬ 
ing facade will be a pur¬ 
pose-built convalescent 
home with 35 bedrooms, 
and able to take visitors 
who require a higher 
degree of care than at 
present. 

Mr Gough explained: 
“If we can get back to 
taking visitors who 
require more care, we 
will need to employ 
extra people to cover 
shifts.” 

He explained that new 
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legislation on care stan¬ 
dards meant that the 
home faced huge costs if 
it were to comply. 

The annexe, which is 
newer than the original 
building, did comply, 
but the care standards 
agency had refused to let 
any care take place in 
the older portion of the 
building. 

He told The GEM: 
“We had a situation 
when a man and wife 
were staying with us, 
and the wife had a heart 
attack. 

“Staff went to help, 
and used a mobile to 
keep in touch with para¬ 
medics, who were head¬ 
ing to the scene. 

“Later, we were 
threatened with a £2,000 
fine for giving medical 
care that we were not 
licensed to do!” 

He said that it was 
only because staff could 
prove that they were act¬ 
ing on the instructions of 
a paramedic on the 
phone that they escaped 
prosecution. 

He said; “Our staff 
were qualified to 
respond to this situation, 
but the legislation meant 
they were not allowed 
to!” 

Mr Gough said that in 
recent years, the com¬ 
mittee had enjoyed good 
relations with the neigh¬ 


bouring Royal 

Porthcawl Golf Club, 
and that the club was 
happy with the proposed 
development. 

He also praised the 
Porthcawl Lions Club, 
who steward the regular 
boot sales, and hoped 
that these could contin¬ 
ue. 

He said that the 
Porthcawl U3A group, 
which uses rooms at the 
home, had been consult¬ 
ed, and that it was hoped 
to include meting rooms 
in the new building. 

The development 

would mean, however, 
that the Little Lootsteps 
Nursery, which has a 
lease that expires in 
three years, would have 
to relocate. 

Mr Gough said that, 
after detailed discus¬ 
sions with Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council (BCBC) plan¬ 
ners, it had been decided 
that the development 
would not have a bigger 
‘footprint’. 

Therefore, the build¬ 
ings that would need to 
be demolished were the 
annexe, the kitchens, the 
‘new wing’ (which is 60 
years old), the bunga¬ 
low, nursery and green¬ 
houses. 

He said that in the 
past, BCBC had rented 
the bungalow for respite 


care, but that it no longer 
did so. 

He said: “Those of us 
on the committee do 
care for the Rest. I have 
been involved for 25 
years. 

“Alan Angell and 
myself travel from 
Caerphilly on Sundays 
to help run the boot sale, 
and we want to keep the 
Rest going, but it is a 
money pit at the 
moment. 

“We paid £56,000 
repairing the heating 
recently, but we face a 
bill of another £20,000.” 

He said that to have 
attracted a private devel¬ 
oper, who was going to 
spend £10 million in 
Porthcawl, was quite an 
achievement, and that it 
would make a real con¬ 
tribution to the town’s 
economy. 

He said that the home 
had fallen victim to a 
rigid care standards 
regime in Wales, and 
that care standards in 
England were more 
“flexible” when it came 
to old buildings. 

He added: “Having 
been involved here for 
so long, it has always 
struck me that the people 
of Porthcawl have an 
odd attitude to the Rest. 

“Only a few have ever 
taken an interest in what 
we do, and the vast 
majority know very little 
about it.”

In 1998, he was 
appointed Deputy Chief

a broad portfolio. 

Amongst his most 
notable work for the 
Welsh Government was 
helping to ensure the 
future of the community 
dental service in Wales,

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HEIST COMEDY FAILS TO 
STEAL YOUR ATTENTION 


E ddie 

MURPHY’S 
turn as James 
‘Thunder’ Early in 
Dreamgirls was a 
rarity, not just for 
the fact that the 
comedian was play¬ 
ing it straight, but 
also because he 
wasn’t hidden 
under a tonne of 
latex for ‘comedic 
effect’. 

Murphy’s recent out¬ 
put has seen him fall 
back on the ‘dressing 
up’ that served him well 
with The Nutty 
Professor, however, 
Norbit proved that the 
spring has certainly run 
dry, while the likes of 
Meet Dave and Imagine 
That have been duds for 
the former king of come¬ 
dy. 

It is the vintage 
Murphy that will hope¬ 
fully be on show in 
Tower Heist, where he 
plays Slide, a known 
thief who is asked by 
Josh Kovacs (Ben 
Stiller) to help him and 
his work colleagues 
(including Casey Affleck 
and Matthew Broderick) 
steal from the million¬ 
aire resident of the tower 
they work at (played by 
Alan Alda) after he lost 
their pension fund in an 
illegal scheme. 


Can the group work 
together and pull off the 
elaborate heist and get 
their money back...? 

Given the parlous 
financial state of the 
world right now, it’s no 
wonder that the theme of 
‘taking it to the man’ has 
become so prevalent in 
recent films. 

Tower Heist is another 
film to add to this bur¬ 
geoning genre, albeit 
with a comedic twist, 
but in the end the film 
feels far too insubstantial 
to take any real dig at 
the wealthy getting away 
with financial fraud, and 
also makes for only an 
intermittently amusing 
comedy. 

Part of the problem 
lies with the man in the 
director’s chair, Brett 
Ratner. While he has 
been undoubtably suc¬ 
cessful since his bow 
with Money Talks back 
in 1997, he has also 
become very much a 
director for hire, his 
identity lost in amongst 
taking on films either for 
the pay or the prestige. 

That isn’t to say he is 
a dire director - the likes 
of Rush Hour, After The 
Sunset and Red Dragon 
are functionary, enter¬ 
taining works - but 
much like Shawn Levy 
(director of Real Steel), 
he seems to be in con¬ 
stant search of his voice. 


His direction and han¬ 
dling of the story are 
decent here, but lack any 
real punch or verve - the 
film could easily have 
been shot by committee 
and you wouldn’t have 
guessed who was direct¬ 
ing from the seen-it-all- 
before aerial shots of 
New York. 

While he is capable of 
mounting a good set- 
piece, the final heist that 
the film has been build¬ 
ing towards feels flat 
and lifeless, riffing on 
past glories rather than 
developing something a 
little inventive. 

It’s surprising that this 
element of the film is so 
weak, given that it was 
CO- scripted by Ted 
Griffin, who was 
involved in the Ocean’s 
Eleven remake. You 
would think that this 
man would know how to 
create a good heist film; 
but sadly, it appears as 
though his muse desert¬ 
ed him on this occasion 
- although given that 
there are four other 
screenwriting credits on 
display he shouldn’t take 
all the blame! 

The comedy portion 
of the movie is slightly 
better served by the writ¬ 
ers and the cast, playing 
off the genuine financial 
concerns of the common 
man, throwing in a little 
bit of job pride and a

healthy dose of trying to 
make sure justice is done 
- even when the legal 
system lets you down; 
but it's all delivered with 
a slightly forced feel, 
often the tone feeling a 
little unsure. 

That’s not to say the 
performers don’t try 
their best but they seem 
to playing archetypes, 
rather than ploughing 
new ground. Ben Stiller 
is always watchable, but 
as the harried common 


man trying to do good 
when he can’t, he isn’t 
exactly reinventing the 
wheel, and while amus¬ 
ing, it continues the 
sense of overfamiliarity 
than permeates this film. 

Similarly, Eddie 
Murphy is more amusing 
than he has been in quite 
a while, but he's ped¬ 
dling the sort of schtick 
that he can reel off in his 
sleep, so much like 
Stiller, he creates an 
amusing but hardly orig¬ 
inal character. 

In fact, it’s those 
lower down the credits 
who are most entertain¬ 
ing; Casey Affleck let¬ 
ting loose for a change 
in a light role as a well- 
intentioned but inept 
concierge, to Matthew 
Broderick’s nervy finan¬ 
cial whizz with money 
troubles - and the under¬ 
rated Michael Pena’s 
new boy on the job. 

However, despite 
these entertaining turns, 
it isn’t quite enough to 
lift a rather leaden film 
that lacks punch and 
humour. While Tower 
Heist is certainly timely, 
it isn’t that good either, 
and while it makes for a 
passable piece of brain¬ 
less entertainment, it 
does little more than 
that. 

VERDICT: Brett 
Ratner’s first film since 
the calamity that was 


Rush Hour 5 is a marked 
improvement from that 
particular outing, but 
Tower Heist would 
struggle to reach the top 
of his list. 

While the theme is 
more than timely, the 
humour and bite that 
could derive from it 
aren’t particularly well- 
handled, and coupled 
with decent but over¬ 
familiar turns, means 
that it is watchable but 
ultimately forgettable. 
Average.

Hostel ‘transformed’ 
thanks to new grant 


THE former Hafan Treharne 
Hostel in Ar Y Nant, Barry, has 
been transformed, thanks to a 
£650,000 refit provided by the 
Vale Council. 

The money has been used to convert 
the original 24 single-room building 
into a new modem 21-room facility, 
now called Ty lolo. There is also a 
newly-created lounge area and a large 
kitchen. 

Each room has its own bathroom, 
with four providing disabled access 
and one of mobility standard. 

The council is also working with the 
Communities First allotment project 
and Flying Start to offer advice and life 
skills training to residents in prepara¬ 
tion for moving on. 

Among a series of activities in the 
hostel, librarians have been reading to 
its youngest residents in story-time 
sessions and hostel workers have 
arranged bingo evenings. 

The hostel caters for people from all 
kinds of backgrounds, including care- 
leavers, ex-servicemen and women 
and families. 

Hostel resident, Victoria Robinson 


(24), a student and mother of two from 
Barry, said: “Ty lolo is modem and 
clean. It has a cosy lounge area with a 
spacious kitchen. 

“The staff are really friendly and 
they are always there if you need to 
talk to them and I have also managed 
to make friends with a couple of the 
other residents. 

“We have also taken part in some of 
the activities that have been put on, 
such as the bingo night, and the chil¬ 
dren play sessions with ‘Flying Start’ 
and I enjoyed the Halloween party.” 

Leader of the Vale Council, Coun 
Gordon Kemp, unveiled a plaque on 
November 1 to officially commemo¬ 
rate the hostel’s opening. 

He said: “The work of the hostel 
plays a vital role in the lives of many 
Barry residents. The improvements to 
the facilities here mean that we can 
provide an even better service to those 
who need our help. 

“Homelessness is an issue that can 
affect anyone so it’s really important 
that we continue to do all we can to 
help residents.”

- WHY IT MATTERS 


T his weekend 
sees the annual 
services on 
Remembrance 
Sunday, when people 
across the Vale of 
Glamorgan, 

Bridgend and 
throughout the coun¬ 
try, set aside their 
hectic modern lives 
to remember rela¬ 
tives and friends who 
served in the two 
world wars, and 
other more recent 
conflicts. 

The sacrifice of men 
and women in the 
three armed services, 
the Merchant Navy 
and those civilians 
who died as the result 
of enemy action will be 
remembered and hon¬ 
oured by those who 
attend ceremonies at 
memorials in the 
towns and villages 
across the area. 

I will be attending 
the recently-discovered 
grave of my grandfa¬ 
ther in Merthyr Dyfan 
Cemetery, Barry, who 
died as the result of 
being gassed during 
the First World War 
and will mark my 



gratitude to him by 
laying my own wreath 
to his memory. 

This year, I would 
also like to pay tribute 
to a member of the 
Merchant Navy whose 
story was told to me 
recently by a relative. 

Reginald Edward 
Poole, a married man 
aged 38, was the First 
Radio Officer aboard 
the M. V. 
Narragansett. 


It was on its way 
from Port Arthur to 
Halifax with clean oil 
as a cargo. 

At 06.09 hours on 
March 25,1942, the 
unescorted 

Narragansett (ironical¬ 
ly built in Germany in 
1936) was hit in the 
stern by one torpedo 
from U-105 about 400 
miles east of Hampton 
Roads, Virginia and 
sank at 06.18 hours. 


The master, 42 crew 
members and six gun¬ 
ners were lost. The 
tanker had been 
missed by a spread of 
three torpedoes at 
04.01 hours and a 
spread of two torpe¬ 
does at 04.08 hours. 

Reginald Poole is 
commemorated in the 
Hall of Memory in 
Barry Memorial Hall 
and on the Second 
World War memorial 
in All Saints Church in 
Barry. 

In the photograph, 
he is shown with his 
niece Brenda in a local 
park in Barry. Two 
human lives, a genera¬ 
tion apart, in a peace¬ 
ful moment before war 
intervened. 

I am grateful to Mrs 
Brenda Mudford for 
supplying me with the 
photograph, and 
telling me her uncle’s 
story. 

Remembrance 
Sunday is a time when 
we should all recall the 
lives cut short by con¬ 
flict and the way that 
wars affect all of us, 
young and old.

Backing up (part 2) 


BACK-UP can be so 
very important: last 
week I, left you 
wondering what to 
do if your house 
burnt down - even¬ 
tually, you will want 
to set up your com¬ 
puter again - this is 
where your back-up 
routine turns up 
trumps. 

You won’t be worried 
about losing unimportant 
stuff. Important files 
should be available from, 
say, a copy made to an 


external hard disc that 
you used and stored 
away from home or in a 
fire-proof safe. 

A little extreme for 
home users? Perhaps, but 
only until your house 
bums down. It’s a bit like 
insurance, really: after 
asking yourself if the 
premiums were paid up, 
you start wondering 
when you last did a prop¬ 
er back-up. 

You start thinking 
about what you must 
restore to be back in busi¬ 
ness and where is it 
stored. 

All your pictures and 


documents should be no 
problem as you have 
copies and can restore 
them. You have an oper¬ 
ating system licence and 
the original discs for it 
(or you have made 
restore discs as the sup¬ 
plier recommends). You 
have the programme 
discs supplied (or copied 
from the hard disk when 
the machine was origi¬ 
nally set up). 

Lots of downloaded 
tunes could be down¬ 
loaded again, but that 
means a lot of work and 
some might no longer be 
available. It could be 


awkward if you have no 
backup of your emails or 
list of contacts. 

You will need to recre¬ 
ate all the little tweaks 
you gave to your settings 
to suit your way of worE 
ing. If these are impor¬ 
tant, or simply quite 
numerous, you could 
look at ‘Whole Disk 
Imaging’. This makes an 
exact copy of your disk; 
restoration is quick, but 
you can only restore the 
whole disk and cannot 
salvage selected bits of it. 

Before you take fright 
at what you haven’t 
done, there are some sim-

Christmas present with 
whiff of past romance 


MAESTEG and Tondu Lines: Middleton 
Press, £15.95. 

An ideal Christmas present has just arrived at The 
GEM offices. The Maesteg and Tondu Lines is for 
local historians, photographers and rail enthusiasts 
alike. Hardback and with 96 pages and 120 photo¬ 
graphs almost entirely unpublished, this latest vol¬ 
ume forms part of Middleton Press’ ultimate rail 
encyclopedia of over 350 books. 

Starting in the Ely Valley with Llantrisant to 
Penygraig, the first image shows Llantrisant station 
in 1959 and the Cowbridge branch line still in situ. 
A very detailed map shows the track layout in 1919. 

Chapter 2 features Gilfach Goch and trains to 
Blackmih followed by Ogmore Vale and Nantymoel 
trains to Bridgend from 1873-1958 in Chapter 3. 

Chapter 4 in the Garw Valley and Chapter 5 with 
Tondu have many excellent shots of the busy junc¬ 
tion and much larger station with single footbridge, 
as at present. 

An original print of Brunei’s chalet style station 
buildings at Bridgend reminds us of his connection 
with south Wales. 

Chapter 6, north of Tondu, features no fewer than 
36 photos of the area and more excellent detailed

maps of the railways. 

Chapters 7, 8 and 9 cover Glyncorrwg, Maesteg 
and West of Tondu. 

Eor the statisticians, there are list of passenger 
numbers carried at various locations, as well as 
freight tonnage. All the maps are very detailed 
showing station locations, housing, industrial sites 
and pits. 

It’s a book you will often return to and maybe 
take with you when you visit the Maesteg and Tondu 
area.

Cowbridge High Street 
doesn’t need Mary Portas! 


T he build-up 
to Christmas 
this year will 
give Cowbridge a 
chance to show 
how it is bucking 
the national high 
street trend - and 
actually expand¬ 
ing! 

At the moment, 
shopping guru Mary 
Portas is compiling a 
report for the

News from the Penarth 
and District Ramblers 


THE weather forecast for Barrie’s 
planned walk at Partrishow was 
abysmal - so he took his party of 
nine walkers up to Garwnant visi¬ 
tors’ centre, which is run by the 
Forestry Commission. 

Under grey skies, they set off along 
tracks which followed a stream and 
waterfalls where they passed sculp¬ 
tures of animals constructed out of 
wire, branches and twigs or carved. 

They made their way uphill to 
Cadair Fawr where the trig point 
stands at 485-metres and travelling 
southwest across the ridge of Cefn 
Cadlan, which translated means ‘the 
ridge of the battlefield’ where much of 
the area is pitted with shakeholes, they 
reached Gam Ddu quarry. 

On the lower slopes of Mynydd-y- 
glog, a light mist surrounded them, so 
they stopped for lunch in the shelter of 
a small disused quarry. 

The leader imparted his knowledge 
about two planes that crashed on the 
mountain: a Mustang crashed on 
September 7, 1945 but luckily, the 
pilot was uninjured. A Hornet crashed 
on September 30, 1946 in unknown 
circumstances, when the pilot was 
sadly killed. 

They descended to Ogof Fawr near 


the Nant Cadlan stream and entered 
Pant Sychbant or ‘the hollow of the dry 
hollow,’ site of a deserted mral settle¬ 
ment. 

They later joined part of the Taff 
Trail. By this point, the rain was heavy 
and umelentingly followed them as 
they made their way back to the reser¬ 
voir at Llwyn-on which is the largest of 
the three reservoirs in the Taf Fawr val¬ 
ley, owned by Welsh Water. 

This part of the valley was mainly 
agricultural and a sheep-farming area 
until it was flooded for the constmc- 
tion of the reservoirs.

Wise planning 
can help your 
greenhouse 
to bear fruit...

W hile many of 
us will be 
turning up 
the central heating, 
and closing the cur¬ 
tains as shorter nights 
draw in, others will 
be doing some serious 
pottering in the 
greenhouse. 

Indeed, the green¬ 
house - heated or

Salad leaves, particu¬ 
larly the cut-and-come- 
again varieties, can be 
sown all year round, 
grow quickly and taste 
great when they are 
picked young. 

They are suitable for 
growing in pots, trays or 
soil borders. In winter, 
you can also sow broad 
beans and early peas if 
you have border space. 

You’ll have more 


and peppers, are usually 
planted in spring. But 
you can sow greenhouse 
tomatoes in a heated 
propagator as early as 
December, for growing 
on in a heated green¬ 
house.

haven for gardeners heater, or at least a heat- 
where they can still plant propagator, to get ten- 


and sow, reaping the 
rewards of both edible 
and ornamental plants 
during the cooler 
months. 

You can have a green¬ 
house bursting with 
ornamentals from 
autumn through to 
spring, grow a variety of 
crops and safeguard ten¬ 
der flowering plants and 
fmit trees - if you plan 
carefully. 

If your greenhouse is 
unheated, you will be 
more limited, but it is 
still possible to have 
lush, green displays of 
feathery ferns, ivies, and 
scented shrubs which 
will give you a delicious 
waft of perfume every 
time you go in the 
greenhouse - and some 
well-chosen bulbs and 
alpines towards spring¬ 
time. 

Plant shrubs, such as 
Daphne odora 
‘Aureomarginata’ in pots 
outside and then bring 
them into the greenhouse 
at the end of the autumn. 

It produces pale pur¬ 
ple-pink flowers and 
glossy green leaves and 
is a star in the winter 
greenhouse. 

Some foliage plants 
also look stunning in the 
greenhouse in winter. 
Fatsia japonica, with its 
exotic, glossy leaves, 
could easily be a stand¬ 
alone specimen, while 
shallow troughs of 
colourful alpines on 
waist-high staging, 
including cyclamen, 
chionodoxa and 
anemone, dwarf narcissi 
and colourful primulas 
will create a riot of 
colour in late winter and 
early spring. 

Scented annuals can 
also be wonderful in the 
greenhouse. Plant 
heliotrope or mignonette 
in late summer, to bloom 
in the greenhouse in late 
winter

He said: “As a plan¬ 
ning committee member, 
I have now asked that 
this matter is brought 
before the full planning 
committee and I will, at 
that point, request that a 


site visit takes place at 
this location.” 

Robbins Lane and the 
surrounding area were 
caught up in the flash 
flooding in 2007. 

Many homes were 
affected, including Mrs 
Haggard’s. 

A scheme of works is 
now being drawn up to 
ensure that the risk of 
flooding is reduced in 
the Coldbrook catch¬ 
ment area.

T HERE’S a 
reason why 
well over six 
million Mitsubishi 
Lancers have been 
sold. 

They’re reliable 
Japanese cars. Not 
just that, they’re 
engaging and well- 
built vehicles at a sen¬ 
sible price. 

The first generation 
Lancer was introduced 
in 1973 and its contin¬ 
uing popularity result¬ 
ed in the current ninth 
generation model 
being launched in 
2007. 

A year ago, the Juro 
diesel was added to the 
range as a sportback 
alternative to the 
saloon. Where curves 
seem to be more fash¬ 
ionable than straight 
lines and angles in car 
design, Mitsubishi 
continues to stand its 
ground by manufac¬ 
turing boxier designs 
that successfully stand 
out from the competi¬ 
tion. 

It’s not uncommon 
for manufacturers to 
borrow designs and 
it’s interesting to note 
that the boot on the 
Juro has hints of the 
rally-favourite first 
generation Subaru 
Impreza estate about 
it. 

When you learn 
that the Juro is based 


on the rally-bred 
Lancer Evolution 
model with its rigid 
chassis and sophisti¬ 
cated four-wheel inde¬ 
pendent suspension, it 
is as if the two cars are 
very similar indeed. 

Juro drivers cer¬ 
tainly feel they are 
inside something 
rather special - partic¬ 
ularly when occupants 
of more expensive 
vehicles find it hard to 
take their eyes off it. 

It’s a good size 
hatchback, incorporat¬ 
ing comfortable and 
supportive leather 
seats and a large boot. 
The dashboard is well 
set out and simple to 
use although the digi¬ 
tal clock on the central 
display should be in a 
more prominent posi¬ 
tion. 

Air conditioning 
and satellite naviga¬ 
tion are fitted as stan¬ 


dard. My only qualm 
is that on a cold morn¬ 
ing, the front and rear 
windscreens take too 
long to demist. 

The leather steering 
wheel includes con¬ 
trols for both the 
stereo and the cruise 
control - I find the 
cruise controls on 
Mitsubishis among the 
easiest to use. When 
the Juro is locked, the 
wing mirrors automat¬ 
ically fold up, which is 
a particularly useful 
feature if parked on a 
busy main road, help¬ 
ing prevent costly bro¬ 
ken wing mirrors. 

If anything, this 
boisterous front wheel 
drive with its punchy 
2-litre diesel unit has a 
little too much power 
when accelerating 


between second and 
third gear. Typically if 
the driver puts their 
foot to the floor when 
pulling off from a 
roundabout in the rain 
the wheels spin, which 
is a little unnerving. 

However, the Juro 
has a surprisingly 
tight turning circle, 
useful in car parks 
and parking in tight 
spots. 

Parkers, the car 
experts, write: “77ic 
Mitsubishi Lancer is 
best known when it’s in 
high performance Evo 
guise, but these models 
usually overshadow the 
standard model. In 
fact, the normal Lancer 
is a good family car 
that comes well 
equipped, has decent 
rear passenger space 
and is good to drive, 
too. 

“The styling echoes 
the Evo X with an 


aggressive nose and a 
rear spoiler, but it is let 
down inside with a 
drab and slightly dated 
interior which lacks 
finesse. Still, the 
Lancer does come well 
equipped and is avail¬ 
able with a strong 
diesel engine, borrowed 
from Volkswagen. 

The saloon bodystyle 
isn’t ideal for practical¬ 
ity, but certainly looks 
neater than the ungain¬ 
ly Sportback variant.” 

The Juro is a well- 
priced alternative to 
the run-of-the-mill 
Ford Focus or 
Vauxhall Astra.
